KTA will use a two-step process to select a design-build 
team.

In December 2018, the United 
Government of Wyandotte County/Kansas City, Kansas 
(UG) was awarded a U.S. DOT BUILD Grant to partial-
ly fund the design and construction of the Turner Diag-
onal Project. The KTA, UG, and Kansas Department of 
Transportation have formed a partnership to deliver the 
Turner Diagonal Project via a design-build procurement. 
To satisfy the requirements set forth in the BUILD grant 
agreement, the proposed interchange concept shall be a 
diverging diamond and it must achieve substantial com-
pletion on or before October 16, 2020.

Article 56. Ignition Interlock Devices

Amended K.A.R. 92-56-2. The proposed K.A.R. 92-56-
2 is an amendment to an existing regulation that would 
require breath alcohol ignition interlock device manu-
facturers to include camera technology in all breath al-
cohol ignition interlock devices (BAIID) installed in the 
State of Kansas. New subsection (l) explains the image 
capture requirements for State approved devices. New 
subsection (m) corrects a citation defect in the existing 
regulation. New subsection (n) sets out a time frame for 
ignition interlock device manufacturers to comply with 
the new digital image capture requirements.
Economic Impact:

In discussions with the BAIID industry, the Depart-
ment anticipates on average, an estimated impact of 
$163.83 per individual. The increased cost is due to the 
addition of a camera requirement for all interlock devic-
es. The estimated annual increase is $738,467. Cost esti-
mates are on the high end, as there is a likelihood that 
some of the BAIID providers will not have additional 
costs (the cameras are already incorporated into equip-
ment) or pass them on to the consumer.

A summary of the proposed regulations and their eco-
nomic impact follows:

K.A.R. 128-5-1. The Kansas Athletic Commission (“the 
Commission”) seeks to amend this existing regulation 
to add language establishing bare-knuckle fighting, a 
form of professional boxing without gloves, as its own 
sanctioned sport, as opposed to merely a variation of 
one of the existing sports. Additionally, the Commission 
proposes amendments to eliminate redundant language 
covered explicitly within other subsections.

K.A.R. 128-6-8. This new regulation establishes pro-
cedures specifically for bare-knuckle fighting contests, 
including weight classifications, weigh-in procedures, 
attire and hand-wrapping restrictions, safety require-
ments, and general rules governing each contest.

Anticipated Economic Impact. The proposed regula-
tions provide an opportunity for promoters to bring a 
new type of event to Kansas. The Commission believes 
that bare-knuckle fighting events will induce econom-
ic activity through event-related spending. The Com-
mission estimates that each event will bring in around 
$13,700, approximately 50 percent of which would go 
into the state general fund. In addition to the venues 
at which these events are held, professional sporting 
events directly impact several other areas of the econo-
my including dining, retail shopping, lodging, and com-
mercial transportation. Lastly, there are no anticipated 
costs associated that are expected to be incurred by or 
passed along to business, local governments, or members 
of the public with the addition and implementation of 
bare-knuckle fighting in Kansas.
